PAPER CARRIED ON PAGE ONE PROMINENTLY PLAYED STORIES ABOUT 
RICHARDSON' S CONFIRMATION BY THE SENATE; AN ANALYSIS OF 
NIXON' S 1970 SECURITY PROGRAM IN WHICH THE BLACK PANTHERS 
AND SABOTEURS WERE THE TARGETS: AND THE FACT THAT TWENTY- TWO 
SENATORS AND CONGRESSMEN GAVE NIXON FULL SUPPORT AT A 
WHITE HOUSE MEETING. ANOTHER PAGE ONE STORY ANNOUNCED 
THAT THE FORD MOTOR COMPANY WILL PAY ONE MILLION DOLLARS 
IN TERROR BLACKMAIL TO FORESTALL FURTHER ATTACKS ON FORD 
COMPANY OFFICIALS IN ARGENTINA. THE MONEY IS TO GO TO

PRINCIPAL DEVELOPMENTS IN THE WATERGATE AFFAIR AS REPORTED

1) MCCORD' S FORMER LAWYER, GERALD ALCH QUESTIONED THE 
CREDIBILITY OF THE CONVICTED WATERGATE CONSPIRATOR AND 
UNCLASSIFIED

SUGGESTED TO THE SENATE COMMITTEE THAT MCCORD HAD 
PARTICIPATED IN AN ANTI- ADMINISTRATION FEUD. 

2) A HIGH POWERED DOMESTIC COUNTER- INSURGENCY PROGRAM PROPOSED 
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BY THE WHITE HOUSE IN 1970 WAS DROPPED BECAUSE J. EDGAR 
HOOVER REFUSED TO SANCTION ILLEGAL ACTIVITIES BY FBI AGENTS 
WITHOUT WRITTEN AUTHORIZATION FROM NIXON. THE PROGRAM, 

SAID TO BE AIMED AT BLACK PANTHERS, POTENTIAL ARAB 
SABOTEURS, SOVIET SPIES AND ANTI- WAR RADICALS, WAS MENTIONED

PRAISE BOTH FOR MR. RICHARDSON AND HIS CHOICE OF ARCHIBALD 
COX AS SPECIAL WATERGATE PROSECUTOR.
